Hamilton, New York, July’ 10. 

The Chinese Ambassador; Dr Wellington Kool 
predicted tonight that no Sovict troops will fight 
in: the Korean war but warned of surprise agErcs- 
sions in other parts of the world. 

At the same time, he made pointed and re- 
peated references to lack of Western aid for Na- 
tionalist ‘China’s battle against Communist China.

Speaking at the 
plenary session . of  Culuate 
Unlversity'’s = necond = annual 
conference on American foreign 
policy, Dr Koo said there'wero 
indleatlona that regular Chinese 
Communist troops as well as 
some 60,000 North Koreans 
who fought against — Chiang 
Kaleahek were massing ‘on the 
border of — Korea In ‘anticipa- 
tion of rornviee there. 

"There ° will be “no Sovict 
troops appearing on the scene 
but the mastermind behind the 
whole detestable invasion wilt 
yemain Muscovite."

ty the general plan to stop

On Korean Crisis 


‘i London, July 10. 


Egypt's refusal to support the United Na- 
tions’ resolution urging aid for South Korea came 
as “a considerable surprise” to Britain, Mr Ernest 
Davies, Foreign Under-Seeretary, told Parliament’ 


The British Government 
had expected Egypt to take 
different action in view of 
her relationship, . with Bri- 
tain and her membership of 
the Security Council, he 
added. 


A Labour member, Mr Wood- 
row Wyatt, had suggested. that 
In ; view of Egypt's refusal to 
tupport the resolution Britain 
should stop sending arms to 
Egypt. 


Mr Davies replied, “The

Security Council came as a con- 
tlderable surprise to the British

At least 220 Colombians were

Reports from the devastated 
orens predicted the toll would 
increaso considerably as the

At least balf of the 80,000 
residents in. tho affected srca 
are believed to have suffercd 
considerable property’ losses, 
dutthere way no overall 
restimate of the damage, ¢ 

The quakes dislodged = rain- 
sonked earth, causing landslides 
which blociced several high- 
ways leading Into the devastated 
area,” ‘Telegraph lines were 
down nt several points. The Red 
Cross estimated that 40,000 per- 
sons have been driven from thelr 
homes,
